THE Sr. PAUL MONSTER. 


A Visit to his Cell---How he is and 
What he Says. 


The St. Paul Press, of Friday, says 
Gray, the insane murderer of his wife 
and four children, has been removed, 
from the cell where he was first con- 
fined, and is now fastened to the floor 
in the main corridor of the — He 
lies on a mattress, with his head sup- 
ported on pillows. One foot is chained 
securely to an iron staple in the floor. 
a very strong leather strap passes over 
his body and is fastened to the floor for 
the purpose of securing him during 
his paroxysms. Iron staples have been 
driven into the floor on each 
side of him at about the heighth 
of his arms, and one or the 
other wrist is fastened to one of 
these all the time by means of a hand- 
cuffand chain. Every hour or two the 
handeuff and hobble are changed to 
the other hand and foot to prevent 
weariness, During Wednesday night 
he rested pretty well until about three 
o'clock in the morning, and then for 
two hours he struggled terribly to free 
himself from restraint. After this par- 
oxysin had passed away, he was com- 
paritively quiet up to dark last night. 
On Friday morning the deputy sheriff 
hada conversation with him, in which 
the prisoner * freely of the deed 
which he had committed. He stated 
in substance that he first struck 
his wife with the grub hoe down near 
the barn; that she screamed terrible 
and fought him, but that he finally 
knocked her down with the axe and 
then stabbed her nine times, after 
which he carried her to the granary 
where her body was found; that the 
screains of his wife aroused Maggie, his 
eldest child, and she ran out of the 
house, lle said he had hard work to 
kill Maggie, she struggled so hard, but 
that he killed the others easily. The 
statements that the prisoner has made 
have all been drawn out of him by 
questioning, and they are incoherent 
and in some parts contradictory. He 
certainly, at times, knows something 
about what he has done, and always 
persists in saying “I have killed 
thin.“ But he has never yet given a 
detailed statement of the whole affair, 
and probably never will be able to do 
so.

Upon those who became young men 
amid the sound ofcannon and the din of 
arms, and quietly returned to the farms, 
the factories and the schools of the land, 
will principally devolve the solemn duty 
of perpetuating the Union of the States, 
in defense of which hundreds of thousands 
of their comrades expired, and hundreds 
of millions of national obligations were 
incurred. A manly people will not neg- 
lect the training necessary to resist ag- 
greasion, but they should be jealous lest 
the civil be made subordinate to the mil- 
itary element. We need to encourage, in 
every legitimate way, a study of the con- 
stitution for which the war was waged, a 
knowledge of and reverence for whose 
wise checks by those so soon to anny 
the places filled by their seniors will be 
the only hope of preserving the republic.

ABOUT THE FINANCES OF THE COUNTRY. 


The population of the United States in 
1790 was nearly four millions of people, 
increasing each decade about 30 per cent,, 
it reached in 1860 thirty-one millions, an 
increase of 700 per cent. in pulation in 
1790. In 1869 it is estimated it will reach 
thirty-eight millions, or an increase of 868 
per cent. in seventy-nine years, The an- 
nual expenditures of the Federal govern- 
ment in 1791 were $4,200,000; in 1820, $10,- 
200,000; in 1850,$41,000,000; in 1860, 883,000, 


000; in 1865, nearly $1,300,000,000. In 1869 
it is estimated hy the Secretary of the 


Treasury in his last annual report, that 
there will be 872.000, % By comparison 
of the public disbursements of 1560 as esti- 
mated with those of 1791, it will be seen 


that the increase of expenditures since the 


beginning of the government has been 


8,618 per cent., while the increase of the 
population for the same period was only 


per centum. 
Again, the expenses of the Government 


in 1860, the year of peace immediately pre- 
ceding the War, were only sixty-one miil- 


lions, while in 1860, the year of peace three 
years after the war, it is estimated they 


will be three hundred and seventy-three 


millions—an inerease of four hundred and 


eighty-nine per centum, while the in- 
crease of population was only twenty-one 


cent. for the same period.

THE CONDITION OF AXFAIRS IN 1861, 


In the spring of 1861 our civil war com- 
menced; each year of its continuance 
made an enormous addition to the debt, 
and when, in the spring of 1865, the nation 
successfully eme from the conflict, 
the obligations of the Government had 
reached the immense sum of $2,873,992,969. 
The Secretary of the Treasury shows that, 
on the Ist day of November, 1867, this 
amount had been reduced to $2,491,504,453, 


but at the same time his report exhibits 


an inerease during the t year of — 
625,102, for the debt on the Ist day of 2 
vember last is said to have been $2,527,- 
129,552. It is estimated by the Secretary 
that returns for the past month will add 
to our liabilities the further sum of $11,- 
000,000; making a total increase in thirteen 
months of forty-six and a half millions, 
In my message to Congress of December 
4, 1865, it was su ted that the policy be 
revised, which, without being oppressive 
to the people, would at once } n to 
effect a reduction of the debt, and if per- 
sisted in, discharge it fully within a 
definite number of years. The Secretary 
of the er forcibly recommended 
legislation of this character, and justly 
urges that the longer it is deferred the 
more difficult must it become of accom- 
plishment. We should follow the wise 
precedent established in 1789 and 1816, and 
without further delay make provision for 
the payment of our obligations at as early 
a period as may be practicable. The fruits 
of their labors should be enjoyed by our 
citizens rather than used to build up and 
sustain moneyed monopolies in our own 
and other lands. Our foreign debt is al- 
ready computed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury at 890, 000, 000. Citizens of foreign 
countries receive interest upon a lar 
portion af our securities, and the Ameri- 
can tax-payers are made to contribute 
large sums for their support. The idea 
that such a debt is to become permanent, 
should at all times be discarded, as in volv- 
ing taxation too heavy to be borne, and 
payment once in every sixteen years at 
the present rateof interest of an amount 
ual to the original sum. 
his vast , if permitted to become 
permanent end increasing, must eventu- 
ally be gathered inte the hands of a few 
and enable them to erect a dangerons an 
controlling powér in the affairs of the 
Government. Ifthe borrowers would be- 
come servants to the lenders, the lenders 
would be masters of the people. We now 
ride ourselves upon having given free- 
om to 4,000,000 of the colored race. It 
will then be our shame that 40,000,000 of 
our people, . their own tolerance of 
usurpation and profligacy, have suffered 
themselves to become enslaved and merely 
excha slave-owners for new task mas- 
ters in the shape of bondholders and tax 
gatherers. Besides permanent debts per- 
tain to monarchial Governments, and 
tending to monopolies, rpetuities and 
class legislations, are totally irreconcilable 
with free institutions. Introduced into our 
Republican system, they would gradually 
but surely sap their foundations and 


eventually subvert our Governmental | 


fabric, and erect upon its ruins a money 
aristocracy. . 


WHAT WE OWE FUTURE GENERATIONS, 


It is our sacred duty to transmit unim- 

ired to our posterity the blessings of 
iberty which were bequeathed to us by 
the founders of the Republic, and by our 
example to teach those who are to follow 
us carefully to avoid the dangers which 
threaten a free and independent people. 
Various plans have been proposed for the 
payment of the public debt. However 
they have varied as to the time and mode 
in which it should be redeemed, there 
seems to be a general consciousness as to 
the propriety and justnees of a reduction 
in the present rate of interest. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in bis report recom- 
mends five per cent. Congress, in a bill 
passed prior to its adjournment on the 
Z7th of July last, agreed upon four and 
four and a half per cent,, while by many 
three per cent has been held to be ome 
suflicient return for the investment. The 
general impression as to exorbitancy of 
the existing rate of interest has led to an 
inquiry in the publie mind respecting the 
consideration which the Government has 
actually received from its bonds, and the 
conclusion is becoming prevalent that the 
amount which it obtained was in real 
money three or four hundred per cent. less 
than the obligation, which it is said in re- 
turn cannot be denied. 

Thus we are paying an extravagant 
price for the money borrowed, which was 
paper currency, greatly depreciated below 
the value of coin.

HIS ACTS AS MILITARY GOVERNOR. 


Fellow-citizens, I have returned to my 
adopted State, and I can tell you that it 
has been said that when I got back I would 
be blamed for some of my acts while offi- 
ciating as Military Governor. I have been 
taunted in the public papers that while I 
was Military Governor that I had levied 
a tax upon the citizens; but whatever the 
did say, they could never charge me wit 
taking any of the filthy luere; none of it 
attaches to me. What I did do, and what 
I tried to do, was done on principle. I 
did levy a tax onthe citizens of N ville, 
on the wealthy citizens, those who were 
able to afford it. At the time when the 
rebellion first commenced, when the hand 
of brother was raised against brother, a 
large number of men weré induced to 
into what was called the rebel service on 
the condition that their wives and children 
would be provided for and receive food and 
shelter. hen the Federal forces took 
ion of Nashville, and the forces in 
rebellion fell back, the wives and chil- 
dren of the men I have referred to were 
destitute, I was Military Governor and 
they came to me for protection. Many 
persons also came to me and urged me to 
turn these wives and children out of the 
houses which they occupied and put them 
in. I said no, emphatically, no,” and 
you will support them, or at least contri- 
bute to their support. [Loud cheers, and 
a voice, “O! my Andy.“ I said, you will 
not turn them out of these houses, but I 
will raise a tax and i. you to contri- 
bute to their support. Not one cent was 
to go into my pockets, but every dollar 
was to go to the destitute persons 
whose husbands and whose fathers 
were in the rebel army. They said 
you are aiding the rebel cause, but I said 
that was only actuated by a humane 
spirit, and that these people must be sus- 
tained and provided for. Now, there are 
certain persons who are a little sensitive 
in regard to the manner in w 
on that oceasion,- and I have even re- 
ceived some letters about it since I came 
here.

EMANCIPATION,
